The advantages claimed 
for the now idea is that ships built of oor- 
rugated iron will be far preferable as sea 
going vessels to the heavy plated frigatoe 
and gunboats now in progress of ooastrae- 
tioD, both b?re and in Europe. The elas- 
iioity of oorrugtted iron will cause a 
rebound when struck by a ball, whioh, be- 
sides, oould not bit the vessel except at an 
angle The draught cf such gunboats will 
alao be mnoh Ira <: as four ahqeie of this kiuu 
of iron are equal in strong; h and resistanoe 
to seven sheets of solid plate iron. Gau' 
boats or ships built of corrugated iron will, 
therefore, draw mnoh less water, and will 
he better adapted to take tbe place of 
woodfu vessels on the high seas. Mr. 
Collins says the invention can be applied to 
merohant vessels as well as to ships-of-war, 
and as tbe idea appears to be an exoellent 
one — supply ing the great deeidetalum of a 
vessel oombiniog immense powers of resist- 
ance with a light draught of water — it is to 
be hoped that the government will take tbe 
matter in hand, and have the plans of Mr 
Collins properly examined. — N. T. Herald. 

Oeosoe N Sahubbs in thi Cammor 
Business — The publio, and the Kentnoky 
publio especially, will read the following 
letter from George N. Sanders with some 
interesl: 

“Louisville, Kr , 31 June, 1861. 
"My Dear Sir: The gun that I spoke to 
you about will, I think, prove very ruo- 
oessfal. It is made of wrought iron, five- 
pounder, weighing only 820 pound:-; six- 
pounder will weigh 850 pounds; 12 pounder 
700; 26- pounder 1-iOO; warranted to stand 
the severest test. The five- pound gun now 
here will shoot point blank one mile and a 
half; by erecting the muxzle will carry three 
miles. The 12 and 24-pounder, it is expeot- 
ed, will oarry four or five miles. This is 
the opinion of the projeotors. 

“I have engaged the inventor and his two 
boys to go this week to Nashville to submit 
to any test that Gen. Anderson may think 
proper to make. I have asjured them that 
if the tests should prove liatiefaotory, that 
Tennnessee will make a liberal ooctraot with 
them So well saliefied am I, that I have 
agreed to pay their expenses. The gun 
will be shipped to-day if possible. It is not 
possible to make any experimental shots 
here, indeed, it is possible that we may not 
be able to send the gun by rail at all, and 
may have te wagon it through.

A Dbskbtbr’s Stobt. — Among tbe de- 
serters who havo reached the flotilla is 
Samuel Sampson, formerly gunner’s mate 
on board the Confederate gunboat General 
Polk He has a hard story to relate, and 
I never listened to so painful a narrative 
as he told me on board the gunboat Benton a 
day or two since. For three months the poor 
fellow was kept in irons, and exposed to all 
the ohanges of weather by being bound to 
the deck of the General Polk. A rebel naval 
offioer had preferred oharges against him, 
epeoifying oertain acts of mutiny, dieobodi- 
enoe to ordera, etc. Com Hollins oonvened 
a oourt martial, but the oourl never eat, and 
Sampson has lain in chains. A few nights 
ago, assisted by one of hie fellow marines, 
he oast the chains away, and then jumped 
overboard and swam ashore. He reaohed 
the Arkansas side in safety, and the next 
morning hailed one of the transports, by 
whioh he was taken aboard the Benton, 
where he is now. If anything were needed 
to corroborate hie narrative, it is a oopy of 
the chargee and specifications, and of the 
order oMJng a court martial, signed by 
Hollios’ own autograph. Sampson was 
formerly a sailor on board a merohant ves- 
sel sailing oat of New York. The oom-* 
menoement of the rebellion found him at 
New Orleans, and, having no other recourse, 
he was oompelled to enter the Confederate 
naval service . — Fort Pillow Cor. Chicago 
Timet.

From Tenneisee River— A Skiimith— 
Rebels Suppoted to be Kvrcu- 
ating Corinth! 

Expedition of the Tylor and Lexington 
Interesting irom Central Virginia 
CONDITION OF JACKSON’S ARMY! 
The Affair at ZIlizabeth City ! 
Gunboat Port Royal in Commiision ! 



Wasbimotoe, April 20. — The Navy D»- 
pfertment has received dispatehee from Com* 
modore Foote, eoclosinga report from steom- 
er-oommandin(; Qirin. dated 14th inat., in 
which he eays the Tyler aod LexioKton 
ooBveyed two troneports oontaining 2 (MX) 
troops, infantry and cavalry, under com- 
mand of Qen. Sherman, to Chickasaw, when 
they disembojked and proceeded rapidly to 
Bear creek bridge, at the orosaing of the 
Memphis and Charleston Railroad, for the 
pnrpose of deatroyieg it, and oe much of 
the trestle work os they could find. The 
bridge, oonsiating of two epana, of 110 feet 
eaoh, was completely diatroyed, that ia, the 
Buperstruotore. together with some 500 feet 
of trestle work, and half a mile of tUetraplo 
lino. 

The rebels mode a feeble resistance to onr 
oavalry, 120 in number, bnt soon haatily 
retreated, loosing four killed; oar loss wua 
none. 

The Navy Departifrent is deslrooB of learn^ 
ing the address of Mr Birney, the inventor 
of the oombuatible shell. 

A diapaloh reoeived at the War Depart* 
ment to-day, from Fortreis Monroe, eaye 
that the Richmond Dispatch itatee that a 
Federal gunboat had enooeeded in poeeing 
FortJgokeon, below New Orleans, bnt the 

rebels say they regard it oa of little import- 
anoe, os they have other defeneea to be 
depended on. 

Camp, Nbab Sparta, Va , April 26. 
Several deserlera and refngeee corroborate 
previons repoita that Jookson, after flying 
from onr advanoing oolnmn on Friday lost, 
pushed forward to a point one mile north of 
Harrisonburg, where a tnmpike bronohee to 
the left, passing Mogunseytown on the south 
fork of the Shenandoah, and the Blue Ridge, 
and running thenoe to Qordonsville. Jaok* 
son’s wagon train hod been poshed toward 
Stonnton, but hearing that town woe in the 
posseesion of the Union troops, he remand- 
ed it to Hurrieburg. At on early hsnr Sun- 
day morning, Jackson, with his whole force 
and (rain, took the Qordonsville pike, and 
at lateet aooounts hod reached Morgoneev* 
town. 

On Saturday night a sqnodron of the let 
Vermont oavalry, while scouting the Snray 
rood, beyond Marsamettan Monntoin, fell 
in with a body of the enemy’s oavalry. A 
skirmish ensued, resulting in theoaptnre of 
7 cf the enemy and 11 of tJho horses. None 
of onr men were hart. One, a lientenant, 
hod his horse shot under him. ’ 

Jackson’s retreat from this valley hod a 
benefioisl effeot on the volunteers and draft- 
ed menfiom Rockingham and the snrroanJ- 
Ing oountiee. Large numbers of them are 
daily coming into our lines, and deliver them- 
selves up It is sUied that hundreds of them 
are now in the mountains, hiding from Ash- 
by’s Buonts only waiting an opportunity to 
escape and olaim protection from Qeneral 
Banks. Oae who came in yesterday re- 
ported be found a barn some miles henoe 
where were oonoealed 16 refugees and de- 
serters, who will probably come into (own 
to-day. A portion of Ashby’s oavalry are 
Boonting both sides of the mountains near 
MarriuonsbuBg, watohing onr movements 
and endeavoring to oatoh deserters. The 
main body, however, is believed to have 
gone with Jackson. The refugees and de- 
serters are harried over to Lieut. Col. 
Batoheldor’s Provost Marshall department, 
and examined by Col. Clark of Qeneral 
Banks’ siafir. 

Dr. Baxter, late assislant surgeon of the 
Missouri 3d, has besn appointed meUioal 
purveyor of this department, and is tempo- 
ran'y stationed at fltrasburg. It is a fact 
worthy of notioe. that the rebel hospitals 
are models of oomfort, oonvenienoe and 
cleanliness. 

item. A Union hostage, who escaped from 
Jackson on Saturday morning, reports his 
force at the time six miles east of Harrison 
burg, whioh plaoe he left in a perfect panic. 
The Union hostages token from Winchester 
and the Valley, many of whom are sixty 
years old and upward, sick and orippled, 
were barbarously compelled to march on 
foot behind the train, up hill and down, 
through mud and oreeks, and in some oases 
fell down from sheer exhaustion. This aot 
has oaused great indignation in our army, 
and loud cries are wade for retaliation upon 
prominent Seoessioniats here. 

Fortress Mohror, April 26 —A flag of 
truoe to- day retnrned with the schooner 
Mississippi, which brought down from Nor- 
folk yesterday seventeen Federal prisoners 
wounded at Ihe battle of South Mills. The 
Union troops consisted of five regimenle, 
the 21st Maesaohusetts. 51st PenRsylvaaia, 
%th New York, and 60th New Hampshire, 
under command of Qeneral Reno, nnmber- 
ing 600 or 600 men. They landed below 
Elizabeth City and marched up to the oanal 
without opposition. Theobjeot of the move- 
ment was to break up the looks. The en- 
gagement took plaoe daring the afternoon, 
and the rebels were driven from the field. 
Late in the evening it was known that the 
rebels were reeaiving relnforoements. Qen. 
eral Reno retired during the night. No 
transportation having been provided for the 
wonnded, the men were left in a temporary 
hospital and Asst. Surgeon Warren, of the 
21st Massaohnsetts was detailed to remain 
with them. Several others who were only 
slightly wounded left with the other troeps. 
Among the latter was Col. Hawkins, wound- 
ed in the lett breast or shonlder. The 
wounded men on their arrival here were 
taken to the general hospital and pr operly 
oarod for. They complain that while they 
were in the hands of the enemy, they did 
not have enough to eat, but were otherwise 
properly taken care of. • 

Cairo, April 26. — Special to the Mitiourt 
Democrat. — Passengers who reeehed here 
this morning, on the eteamer N. W. Thom, 
as, whioh left Pittsburg Landing on Thnrs- 
day night, bring highly imporunt intelli- 
genoe. An engagement took plaoe between 
the advanoe goards of the National and rebel 
armies on Thursday, and the rebels ore 
driven back towards Corinth. Halleck 
was pushing his whole army vigoronsly for- 
ward. 

Chicago, April 26 — Special to Journal , — 
A reoonnoisanoe in force made toward Co- 
rinth on Thursday, when nine miles ont, 
surprised a rebel camp and took 27 prison- 
ers, destroyed the oamp eqnipsge and ad- 
vanced to Pea Ridge, within 6 miles of Co- 
rinth, where they remained from 11 a. m. 
till 3 G M., seeing no eigne of the enemy. 
Mr. Stevenson, of Danville, Illinois, who 
acoompanied the reoonnoisanoe reports that 
they heard constant rattling of the oars and 
Boanding of the whistles towards Memphis. 
They got the impression that the rebels 
were evaouating Corinth for the latter plaoe. 

Washirotom, April 26. — A general order 
has been issned from the Adjntoat Qeneral’e 
offioe, directing that all the loek heneee, 
boots, scows, and other property belonging 
the Ohesapeak and Ohio oonal; also on the 
line of said oanal, now held, used or occu- 
pied by United States offioere or troope, to 
be forthwith given up and restored to the 
President of eoid oompony. 

Niw York, April 26 —The new gunboat 
Port Royal will be pot into oommiselon Hub 
afternoon at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, under 
command of Lieut.

He is on nneompro- 
mising Union man, and won generally be- I 
lieved to be snob by (he people of his 
adopted oity. He was not compelled to leave 
the piece, idthoagh he ihooghi it beet to do 
no, os the poUtlool atmosphere was doily 
growing more torrid. Knowing him, os I 
do, to Im an intelligent and tmthful gen- 
tleman, I plaoe the utmost oonfidenee in his 
statements. 

He assures me that, notwithstanding the 
violence of Ihe rebel leaders in Memphis, end 
the unoaimiiy that is generally supposed to 
prevail among the people of that oily in 
favor of the Seeession movement, there nev- 
ertkelese is, or was whea he left, a strong 
under-current of Union feeling. He men* 
lioned eevenl prominent pereonn who are 
there regarded with eospioion, and omonc 
them (he president of one of the rnilroede 
leading from (he oily. H i« ai. |>eUef that 
the Notional troope will meet with a diffor- 
ent reception in Memphis, strange os it may 
eppeor, than they did in Nashville. ^ 

I most say that I am generally very ekep- 
tiool abont enoh etoriea, and think, oe Col 
Ford oaoe eoid of the loyalty of Western 
Virginia, “Gentlemen, don’t talk to mo about 
the Unionism of that seoUon — I tell you there 
amt any there ’’ StiU, I know my friend to 
bo honest, and am sure ho would not toll 1 
mo anything ho was not well eonvinoed woo 
true. 

One thing I most not forgot to state. Yon 
ore aware, no doubt, that the Memphis Av 
olonohe, formerly the most fool- mouthed and 
abusive j onr nol in seoesoion, sorpossing in 
violenoe oven the Riohmond Examiner and 
Charleston Mercury, although without a 
tithe of the abUity of either of these, hoe, 
for some time post, been quite ooneervotive, 
by oontroet, and reoently pnbUshed an or 
tide speeking highly of the good behavior 
of onr uoope in NoehviUe, while the staid 
old Appeal io now the organ of (he fire- 
eaters. This metomorphoeio of the Aval- 
onohe is thus explained: 

Some time lost summer, Jeptha Fowlkes, 
Esq , well known throoghont the country os 
a financier, and former President of the 
Southern Poeifio railroad, mode his way to 
Washington City, where it is aUeged he wns 
oloseted with the President. A few months 
oftfr bin return, to the surprise of every- 
body, he purohneed the Avalnnehe,oad there 
ore not found wanting ilLnatar^ persons 
who pretend to see some eonneetion between 
these two events in Mr. Fowlkes’ Ufe. Cer- 
tain it is (hot the manners and morals of Ihe 
paper gradually improved, and ollhongh it 
bos oontinned to reader an apparently hearty 
support to the bogus “Confederaoy,’’ it is 
believed by many that, oa tke approoeh of 
bdfuj, it wiU throw off nil disguise, 
and give the muss of the Uaioa ihe full 
benefit of its inflaenoe. 

The truth or falsity of these etories, how- i 
ever, will soon be manifest, os the oeoupo* 
lion of Memphis by oar forces oonnet bo 
very for diatoat.
